Campos had put together a string of 
low-nine aboard his finely-tuned 77-inch 
Sportster and had no problem setting a 
new national record at 9.14 backed up 
with a 9.15 and 9.18. Up to the finale, 
Campos’ slowest E.T. was 9.28. Murray, 
on the other hand, qualified with a 9.60 
and could do no better than 9.38. In the 
pits preparing for the championship run 
Campos fiddled with the clutch and 
complained that it “didn’t feel right.” 
Murray put on a new slick. Neither 
rider, although friendly with the 
strangers gathered about, looked 
confident. 

Being the underdog, Murray had 
fostered lots. of crowd support 
throughout the day. Each one of his 
passes was a clean, decisive ride that 
reflected the confidence he displayed 
earlier when he was introduced to the 
crowd. In the second round he aced top 
qualifier Joe Smith (9.09) who was to 
spend the rest of the day trying to set a 








record with a backup run within one 
percent. Murray, who qualified fifth, 
then took on Sonny Raslawski to make 
it to the finals. 

After a couple of burnouts in the 
staging area, Campos and Murray set up. 
Murray knows that the only place to 
beat him is on the line; he'll have to pull 
the trigger there or be runner-up. The 
pressure is heavy upon Campos and he 
must be careful not to red-light. At the 
green, Murray anticipates a fraction 
sooner and his 1300cc four-cylinder 
BSA obtains a slight lead but not 
enough to win. But it appears as if Dave 
is pouring it on too much and his rear 
tire spends a good deal of time smoking. 
The La Verne frame builder scoots 
across the line in 9.47 secs., a run 
Campos could have beat easily in any 
other race. Boris Murray had committed 
a perfect start and had proved that, 
after all, the machinery is of secondary 
importance when the chips are down. 

Sonny Routt’s Triumph puts out 
torque that would move the 
quarter-mile strip back a few inches

every time he popped the clutch. The 
bike seemed to run out of breath before 
the traps but by then his opposition 
would be no threat. In his first round 
against Bob Thomas, Routt got a bit 
heavy on the clutch and almost killed it. 
A little bit of gas and the monster went 
bupp-bupp, then took off like a Roman 
candle. The grandstands roared approval 
as Thomas was passed at the halfway 
mark like he was cruising for burgers. In 
the final round, Sonny was to meet 
Larry Yeager. 

Yeager ran into some good fortune 
on his way up. His Harley. was no match 
for 350 Yamaha of Ron Knapp or the 
1050 of Pat Miller. Yes, Miller's pet 
project carries no less than three 
Yamaha TR2 Roadracer engines and has 
a lot of potential as soon as he learns 
how to keep the rear tire from slipping 
for 75 percent of the route. Harold Eide 
was last year's defending champion and 
had consistently lower E.T.s than 
Yeager but he just couldn't get it lit in 
the staging area. 

Yeager made the finals but could not 








pull an upset like Murray. The race was 
clean but Routt got there nearly 
two-tenths of a second sooner. 

Mike Tedder of Hawthorne took Top 
Street Eliminator on a Honda Four, one 
of dozens that showed up to race or 
watch. It looks as if every time there is a 
major cycle event, all the Four owners 
in a thousand-mile radius decide to have 
a convention. 

The folks at Irwindale put on an A-1 
show. Things were never rushed but 
they didn't lag. There was always some 
racing or record attempt taking place. 
The banter emerging from the 
loudspeakers: was always informative or 
at least entertaining. (A typical 
comment: ‘Will the fellow who owns 
the Chevelle in the staging area please 
remove it or it will be dismantled and 
thrown away..." 

The nation's best were on hand so it

Cycling is now a half-billion dollar 
industry. In the first six months of 1970 
motorcycle imports equaled the total 
for all of 1969. In 1970, cycle sales are 
at an annual rate of 1176 of automobiles 
in terms of units sold. According to the 
Wall Street Journal, motorcycle 
registrations have risen 257% since

1961. During the same period auto 
registrations increased 34%. There will 
be more than 3 million cycles in use in 
1971, including off-road cycles. 

Without question, motorcycling is 
where the action is. 

However, there is need for a 
definitive study of motorcycling 
requirements during the 1970's which 
will serve as a basis for a program of 
action that will assure the continued 
growth of this form of recreation. 
Without a factual basis for action, the 
industry may find itself fighting a 
rear-guard action against those who 
would seal off public and private lands 
from motorcycling and other forms. of 
vehicular recreation. 

A recent issue of the Wall Street 
Journal proclaimed: “Motorcycle Safety 
Attracts’ More Study by Legiskators as 
Cycle Use Soars”, and indicated that six 
states now require cyclists to burn 
headlights in the daytime as a “safety 
measure." Regulations on riding apparel 
are being pushed. The cycle is suspect 
because of noise and pollution. All of 
these problems bear directly upon the 
future of the motorcycle market. 

The Bureau of Land Management is 
studying the closing of large federal land 
areas to cyclists and other off-road 
vehicle enthusiasts because of ecological 
damage. In California, “Red Rock 
Canyon in the Mojave Desert was 
recently closed to cyclists when it was 
made a state park. 

Like any other industry, the growth 
of cycling depends upon the growth of 
the market, and the growth of the 
market in turn depends upon ample 
places to ride and a public image which 
is not inimical to the public good. 

With certain exceptions, the 
developing trend of planning and 
legislation at present appears to be 
restrictive and _ regulatory. Cities, 
particularly, with limited land and 
congested populations, are beginning to 
ban motorcycles off-road and to 
increase regulation on-road. Los Angeles 
recently banned off-street use of 
minibikes, dune buggies, motorcycles, 
and other recreational vehicles within 
the city limits. Other cities and counties 
have adopted similar measures. 

However, some governmental bodies, 
not the least of them the California 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
are beginning to take the view that 
cycling is a sizable and legitimate form 
of family recreation, for which 
provision should be made. California 
included motorcycle trails in its plans 
for the new State Park at Point Mugu 
(La Jolla valley) in the Santa Monica 
mountains near Los Angeles. Despite 
public protest against opening this area 
for intensive recreational use, as of last 
writing motorcycle trails were still 
included in plans. (Ed. Note: The cycle 
trails were deleted at the last moment, 
owing to pressure from 
ulta-conservationists.) 

Regulation and restriction can be 
expected to intensify during the 
seventies. Population will increase about 
20 million in the next decade. A 
four-day work-week may accelerate the 
demand for recreational areas generally, 
which, since land is a limited 
commodity, will intensify the 
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competition for land areas as between 
various forms of recreation. How land is 
used, particularly land which is adjacent 
to and accessible from major population 
areas, will be a major concern to 
government agencies at all levels. Every 
form of recreation from bird-watching 
to hare and hounds will compete for 
space. Cyclists and the industry must be 
organized and unified in their approach 
to this competition if they are to get 
their fair share of land. 

A number of years ago when we first 
began to develop feasibility studies for 
cycle parks to be run on a commercial 
basis, we inclined to the idea that 
private enterprise alone might be able to 
provide the riding and competition areas 
needed by cyclists. However, the rapid 
increase in motorcyclists, the 
dune-buggy and snow-mobile and ATV 
phenomenon, and inflation in property 
costs all conspire to gainsay this notion. 
It is now difficult to see how the 
legitimate and growing needs of cyclists 
can be met except by joint-planning 
between the industry and government 


agencies. 

Federal, ‘lands -are 
disproportionately spread throughout 
the States and counties, it is probable 
that what may be good as a land 
program in one State may not hold true

in another. Also, vehicle regulations 
vary from state to state as well. 
Therefore, we believe that the approach 
to master-planning for the industry 
should be coordinated on a state by 
state basis with state agencies 
responsible for recreational planning. 

It will be simpler and less expensive 
to develop a pilot plan for one state on 
a combined government-industry basis, 
than for all fifty states. Since public 
acceptance of a master-plan for cycling 
is essential, the one-state approach is 
advantageous. 

Several things commend California as 
the first place in which to concentrate 
efforts by the industry and government 
to study the problem in depth and 
develop a master plan. It is the largest 
state in terms of registrations, one of 
the largest in terms of area, and 
substantial portions are Federal lands, 
thus necessitating coordination with the 
Federal government. Further, the 
California Department of Parks and 
Recreation has taken a constructive and 
favorable view of motorcyclcing, thus 
assuring cooperation. Lastly, the state 
is both urban and rural. 

The initiative for a state-wide master 
plan in any state should come from 
industry, if at all possible, rather than 
by imposition from government

you might forget. 
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authorities. And this initiative of 
industry should be realistic, namely 
industry should be prepared to expect 
and to develop changes in equipment 
such as noise-suppression, 
spark-suppression, and smog-suppression 
devices in order to up-grade public 
acceptance and minimize ecological 
problems. Industry should also take the 
lead in developing reasonable safety 
equipment and regulations, and other 
control measures to assure a good public 
image. 

With as many people and companies 
as there are involved in cycling at 
present, and with few home-based 
American companies involved in 
manufacture of cycles, the task of 
getting agreement on directions to be 
taken by the industry in order to 
develop the sport of cycling may seem 
prodigious. And it is for this very reason 
that a definitive study of the industry’s 
needs for space and regulation is 
needed. Generally when facts are known 
and understood, actions become fairly 
obvious. 

We will be interested in hearing from 
those who believe that a cycling 
master-plan is needed to assure the 
future of the industry with sensible 
regulations, and to provide riding areas 
on a programmed basis for cyclists.

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Stump Jumpers Do Points-

ELSINORE, CAL., Feb. 21, 1971 — 
Not content with having a points battle 
raging on the desert and on the TT 
courses of southern California, District 
37 has initiated a third front, the 
motocross circuit. And carrying the 
colors of the A.M.A. into the fray are 
the Stump Jumpers with the second 
point event of the year. 

After losing two locations for their 
motocross, the Stump Jumpers finally 
landed at Elsinore, where they took part 
of the TT course, about a mile of good, 
hairy fireroad and a couple of gooey 
puddles and assembled a motocross 
circuit. The course was plenty 
rough to start with and it got better as 
the day went on. There was one choppy 
hill that had the 125's working right to 
the limit to get up and some wished 
they had a compound low, or the 
equivalent. The bigger jobs had their 
problems getting sufficiently slowed on 
the downhill to make it around a nasty 
off-camber left hander in the middle of 
the hill. If you didn't make it, you and 
your bike would be picked up with a 
blotter about 500 feet farther down. 
After all these trials and tribulations, it 
was a relief to get back to the start and 
that nice, cool refreshing mud bath. 
Following the mud bath was a 60 mph 
sweeper and a bare-faced, 
no-excuses-offered TT jump, just like 
Ascot. Except that with any luck at all 
your goggles were opaque with mud, so 
you couldn’t see enough to be scared. 

‘Since the Stump Jumpers were 
bumping heads with a couple of other 
popular motocrosses on this weekend, 
they didn’t get a whole lot of entries. 
Only about 170 or so, But this was 
sufficient for a full day of racing with 3 
divisions of each class going two rounds 
of 25 minutes. This system caused a 
little distress among some of the riders 
because the club had advertised that 
they. were going to have a “European” 
motocross which consists of three 
15-minute motos, according to the new 
definition in the AMA rules. Two 
30-minute motos is a ‘Professional” 
motocross. Two 25-minute motos is a 
European. motocross according to the 
Stump Jumpers’ interpretation of last 
year’s rules when scored according to 
this year’s Professional points schedule. 
Got that? You could make an instant 
physical fitness check by seeing who 
was crying the loudest about having to 
ride 25 minutes all at one time. 

In the 125 Ex/Jr. Class, Tony Rogers 
gets the hard luck award. Tony took 
two 2nd places in his two motos and in 
each one a different guy won, which 
with any luck at all, should have assured 
Tony a points: win. Except that when 
Scott Smith and Ted Nowak didn’t win, 


they scored thirds, thus giving them a 
tie for first in points and putting Tony 
in third. The tie was resolved in favor of 
Scott Smith who won the fastest moto. 
All three riders were on Yamahas.

45 total to win the Masters class with 
John Walters (Bul) a distant second with 
64. 

An 
80 was the best Richard Delaney 
(Saracen) could do and he took that 
class, besting Jess Koskie (Sar), 86.

The last DuQuoin race was in 1958 — 
a 20-miler won by Carrol Resweber 
over Joe Leonard and Dick Klamfoth.

28, a $15,000 mile event in Chicago 


June 18 as well as a half-mile for 


$10,000 in the windy city on Sept. 10. 
And another indoors, this one at 
Montgomery, Alabama, for $5,100 


“looks firm,” although Clark stresses, 
“there is no date as yet.” 

And to cap it off, Clark has two new 
"Classics" on the tentative calendar, a 
TT at Graham, Washington the Sunday 
after Castle Rock National for $3,000 
and a short track for the same amount 
at Graham, Wash. on July 9, just prior 
to the Kent national. 

Rounding off the big purse 
professional schedule are the two 
Reading, Pa. payoffs, the Billy Huber 
memorial half-mile and the new Classic 
May 30, both of which go for $3,000 or 
40%.

SPARKS FIREMEN WILL RIDE 
CYCLES TO LIGHTNING FIRES 


SPARKS, NEV. (AP) — Instead of 
trudging up dry, brush-covered hills to 
fight lightning fires next August, Sparks 
firemen will ride in relative comfort and 
at twice the speed on trail bikes. 

The idea came to Fire Chief Bill Farr 
one hot day recently while his men 
fought a blaze on a desert hilltop. 

“It had taken a number of us about 
30 minutes to climb up the steep ridge 
and get to the scene of a small spot fire 
caused by a lightning strike,” he said 
Tuesday. 

“We were standing there, sweating 
like horses, when all of a sudden this kid 
comes roaring up the hill on a 
motorcycle,” Farr recalled. 

“Right then and there I decided 
there was a place for motorcycles in 
firefighting," he said. : 

About 12 firemen have volunteered 
their own motorcycles and in training 
have found they can reach the top of 
Rattlesnake Mountain southeast of here 
in half the time it takes on foot or by 
four-wheel-drive vehicle. 

“These fellows can get into areas 
where it’s almost inaccessible,” Farr 
said. 

The cycles are being outfitted by the 
department with heat shield, trenching 
tools and water cannisters to fight fires 
and with snake bike kits, canteens and 
emergency food. 

Besides reaching fires quickly, the 
cycles have other advantages, Farr says. 

“The motorcyclists can run up and 
down the hills and locate access roads or 
other routes that can be used by more 
conventional fire fighting vehicles," he 
said. They also can be used to resupply 
men working fire lines. 

The idea gets its first field test in 
August over parts of a 150-mile strip of 
rough terrain between here and the 
Oregon border.

California’s motorcycle registration 
for 1970 reached 622,335 reports the 
Department of Motor Vehicles; 3.98% 
of all vehicle registration. Almost a third 
of that total was in L.A. County 
(202,516). In the four southern 
counties currently closed to off-road 
riding, the registration totaled a 
whopping 295,513, approximately 45% 
of the state’s total. The smallest total 
came from Alpine County which 
accounted for only 18.

419 vehicles in it. These totals, of 
course, do not include the unregistered 
off-road machines.

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A NATIONAL CHAMPION 


By Sharon Oxner 

Jack McLane, this year’s National Enduro 
Champion, will be wearing the Number 1 
plate for the 1970-71 season. Jack, a 
concerned individual, expressed his distress 
about the sport of enduro riding and its trend 
toward professionalism. A sport that used to 
be fun no longer is. It's now all factory riders 
with a few shop sponsored contestants to fill 
out the list. And all this talk about paying 
enduro riders is bad news too. 

Jack, being a family man, who over the last 
season has seen very little of his family would 
like to see the National Calendar shortened 
from this year's twenty nationals, which is 
one almost every weekend, to 8 or 10. 

Jack worked on his ice racer, an old 
dilapidated Honda that has seen better days, 
and the interview went like this: 

WHY DID YOU CHOOSE A HONDA 350? 

Well, when I started out, I had a Greeves, 
Bultaco, BSA, I couldn’t keep them together. 
So then Honda came out with the 305 
Scrambler a couple of years ago and I got the 
first one that came in here and I rode the Jack 
Pine with it four days later. I had about sixty 
miles on it. And I finished it and won my 
class. 

IT HELD TOGETHER? 

Yeh. 

DON’T YOU FIND IT KIND OF AWKWARD 
WHEN YOU GET IT DOWN THERE IN THE 
MUD AND ROCKS AND THAT TYPE OF 
THING? 

No not as long as the engine keeps running. 
CAN’T SEE HOW YOU COULD EVER GET 
IT OUT OF A MUDHOLE IF YOU EVER 
WERE TO GET IT STUCK? 

Ah, it’s not as heavy as what you think. My 
new one weighs under 300 pounds. There’s a 
lot more to.it than just going through the 
mudholes. There are probably only two or 
three mudholes that are bad in the whole run. 
DO YOU FIND THE WEIGHT OF THE BIKE 
TO BE A DISADVANTAGE IN TIGHTLY 
WOODED SECTIONS OF THE VARIOUS 
RUNS SUCH AS JACK PINE? 

I think we all got tired during the Jack Pine 
but it got heavy toward the end of the first 
day and heavy again toward the end of the 
second, but I- think anybody that rode a 
200-pounder found that it got heavy toward 
the end of the day. 

DO YOU FIND AN ADVANTAGE TO 
RIDING SUCH A LARGE MACHINE?. 

I've got to get something that I can keep 
with all the classes not just trying to win one 
particular class. This size bike, horsepower for 
the weight distribution, seems to be good. 
When you get something that's got another 30 
more horsepower into it, everytime you touch 


the throttle you spin the rear end and you 
don't have any control Something that has 
less horsepower for the weight, then you 
don't have enough horsepower to get up the 
hills with it. This one here seems to work out 
pretty good: you've got a good amount of 
torque and the horsepower is right. You can 
get up the hills whether they're greasy or not. 
It's a little heavy in the mud if you get it 
stuck, but if you do just pick it up and set it 
over in another slot and take off. 

HAVE YOU MADE ANY ALTERATIONS 
ON YOUR MACHINE? 

Every rider will make certain alterations to 
go along with his individual styie of riding: his 
handlebars he might want longer or shorter, 
cut ’em off, raise them or lower them. The 
same thing with his seat; he might want to 
change his foot pegs or something. I made a 
couple little changes on my new bike, on the 
305 there were a lot more changes. The new 
one they came out with a couple months ago, 
the light one, it's pretty good like it is. I made 
a couple changes, I got different tires on it, a 
skid plate on the bottom of the bike, a chain 
guide, gear shift and brake levers have chains 
welded on from the lever to the frame to keep 
things from getting stuck between them. 

DO YOU FIND ANY DISADVANTAGES TO 
RIDING SUCH A LARGE MACHINE? 

I don't know, some people say the weight's 
a disadvantage. 

DO YOU THINK THIS IS A DETERMINING 
FACTOR? 

Have you ever ridden down a choppy road 
in a Volkswagen and then in a Cadillac? 
Which would you rather ride down a bumpy 
road in? 

CADILLAC. 

You see a Cadillac is a lot heavier. A small 
bump doesn’t affect it the same way it does a 
light one. The only disadvantage is 
maneuvering it. Where you lean off to one 
side of a light bike by throwing your weight it 
may only take twenty pounds off center to 
change the bikes direction, but with a heavier 
bike that same twenty pounds has little effect 
on it. 

YOU PRETTY MUCH HAVE TO LEARN TO 
RIDE ALL OVER AGAIN AFTER RIDING 
A LIGHT BIKE THEN? 

It's pretty hard to go from a light to a 
heavy bike but it's easy to go from a heavy to 
a light bike. 

WHAT DOES YOUR WIFE THINK ABOUT 
YOUR RIDING? 

(Moment of silence then a laugh) She says 
there are too many runs.

SHOULD BE? 

I think that the number of enduros should 
be limited to about eight nationals per season. 
COULD YOU TELL US A LITTLE BIT 
ABOUT YOU AND YOUR FAMILY? 

I'm married and have three girls, ages 1 
year, 4 and 5. I don't have any boys yet. No 
boys to start riding. 

YOU'LL HAVE TO START TEACHING 
THE GIRLS TO RIDE. 

Yeh, they would like that. The wife and the 
girls, they go with me sometimes. My wife 
enjoys watching, not riding. 

DOES YOUR WIFE THINK THAT ENDURO 
RIDING IS A DANGEROUS SPORT? 

No. Enduro riding isn't dangerous. 

DO YOU HAVE ANY PLANS TO RIDE THE 
SIX DAYS? 

Oh, I would like to ride it. I was too busy 
winning the National Championship title this 
year to go over. 

IMPRESSIONS OF THE JACK PINE? 

For a national event I don’t think that it 
should have been a closed course and that’s 
what I would have considered it. Riding it the 
one way the first day and the opposite the 
day after. If you go to a national I don’t think 
you should have to do that. 

It was laid out pretty good, I think we were 
all complaining at the end of the day. It was 
rougher than last year but everything was 
rideable. There wasn't anything that would 
have eliminated you because you couldn't get 
through. Mudholes, water crossing, or 
anything like that. Jack Pine four or five years 
ago were noted for that. They'd put ya across 
a river, half of them would come up the other 
Side. Or Spring Hill They'd put 600 at the 
bottom of the hill and cnly 200 would come 
up the other side. This used to be quite 
common. That's how they eliminated half of 
them. This year if you didn't finish it, either 
your bike broke down from abuse or you just 
couldn't ride it. You just got so late that you 
wcre finally an hour late. 


WHO DO YOU THINK WAS YOUR 
ROUGHEST CONTENDER DURING THE 
NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP TITLE? 

Oh, Bob Fusan was this year, Bob’s a good 
rider: There are a lot of good riders. Ron 
Bohn is a good rider, Bob is a good rider, 
Johnny Stapleford, Norm Ford, there's a lot 
of good riders around. 


ARE YOU PLANNING ON CAMPAIGNING 
NEXT YEAR FOR THE NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP TITLE? 

No! I’m just going to go to a couple of 
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them that I like. There are a few around that 
are laid out well, organized real good, the 
checks are run real good and then there's a 
few of them around where there doesn't seem 
to be too much preparation for them. The 
courses aren't marked very well, the checks 
aren't run very good and it isn't worth driving 
1000 miles to some of them. 

I liked Sandy Lame, Little Burr, unlike 
Nebraska they were well marked and well run. 


Out in Nebraska there wasn’t oser ten arrows 
out for the whole run. All you went by was 
red streamers hanging down from the trees. 
And they had half the course run back up the 
same trail and 1 was number one rider. So by 
the time I got back coming up the same trail 
again I was passing all the bikes that were 
anything higher than 50 going the opposite 
way. So every corner you have to pull off and 
look around the corner before you go around 
cause your gonna run into ‘em. Every hill I’m 
going down they were coming up. And it just 
wasn’t laid out too good. I wouldn’t go back 
whether it was a national or not. 


DO YOU THINK ENDURO RIDERS 
SHOULD RECEIVE A PURSE FOR THEIR 
EFFORTS? 

No! That would take the sport out of it. 
That’s one of the reasons why I am going to 
quit now. It’s not like it used to be. You used 
to go there just because it was fun riding 
against the other guys but anymore there’s so 
many of them it’s becoming so 
professionalized. There are a lot of factory 
riders, I'm shop sponsored, but there's more 
shop ‘sponsored even now then there was 
before and there’s factory sponsored riders in 


the enduros. It's almost a protession. If they 
want to have four nationals on the east coast 
and four nationals on the west coast, or eight 
out there and eight here it would be different 
but not for them to have twenty nationals or 
more, That's one every week. It's just too 
much. 
WHAT DO YOU THINK OF WOMEN 
RIDING? 

I don't complain. 
I THINK YOU ARE ONE OF THE MOST 
POLITE RIDERS ON THE TRAIL (SO 
STATED AN UNIDENTIFIED RIDER) I 
WAS RIDING IN FRONT OF YOU DURING 
THE PENN STATE NATIONAL AND YOU 
NEEDED TO GET BY: AS YOU PASSED 
YOU YELLED THANK YOUUUU... 


I like to treat them the way I like to be 
treated. I always try to thank people when I 
go by. It’s hard to get it out sometimes. They 
don’t have to let you by but they should. A 
lot of them don’t. When you get up behind 
them they turn around and look and when 
they see who you are or that somebody's 
behind them they try and race 'em. They 
speed up maybe 3 or 4 miles an hour and race 
down the course just to try to stay ahead of 
you, Usually it isn’t the girls that do this, it’s 
the guys. Especially when they see who’s 
behind them ya know! I’m sure John, Bill 
Barrage all these guys have had the same 
problem. But they see somebody behind them 
and they know who it is they like to try and 
race 'em to see if they can stay ahead of 
them. And then it just makes it dangerous for 
both of us. But most of them are good sports: 
Most of the riders are good sports and they'll 
pull over. I'll pull over if somebody wants to 
go by me, I'm glad to let them go by. 

TALK ABOUT STANDARDIZATION OF 
ARROWS. 

The turn arrows could be standardized a 

little bit more. There are several AMA rules 
but none of them are followed. All the arrows 
for the nationals are supposed to be AMA 
standard arrows or approved by the AMA and 
I don’t think they send a lot of them in to get 
approved.

time. So they really didn’t check your riding 
ability. If you go in on time you come out 
three or four minutes late, you probably rode 
harder to do this than the guy that goes in 
five minutes early and comes out on time and 
he just puddled through the whole section. 
We’ve got to have somebody to stop the guys 
from going in early. Either that or you’ve got 
to run it like they do over in the six days; 
they won’t let you leave a section until you’re 
on time. 


DO YOU HAVE ANY TYPE OF PHYSICAL 
FITNESS PROGRAM TO KEEP IN SHAPE? 

I used to especially for the Jack Pine. You 
have a 7-8 week layover in the summer and 
the first one is the Jack Pine. That’s like a 
double day event. I used to work out down at 
the “Y” and play a lot of ball and stuff. I 
didn’t this year I didn’t have time, I just went 
as I was. You’ve got to have a couple of 
things; you’ve got to have confidence in 
yourself and your machine, know that you 
can do what you want to do and you're got 
to have the will to win. The whole secret of 
finishing a national is keeping your bike 
together. If you go 60 MPH down through the 
trees you're not going to keep it together 
because you're going to hit one. So that's just 
being foolish. You've got to know what your 
limitations are. And you've got to have 
enough confidence in yourself and your 
machine to ride up at the maximum of your 
machine's limitations and your limitations, so 
that you can go down through here at speed. 
DO YOU TEAR YOUR MACHINE DOWN 
AFTER EVERY RUN? 

No there just isn't time. That's why I usc 
completely stock engine and parts now. You 
start putting anything into the engine, cams, 
special valves or anything and they won't last 
as long. You've got to have an engine and a 
bike that can run 700-800 miles in each run. 
If you're putting anything special in it your 
only going to get one or two races out of it. 
And when you go from one race that's here in 
New York one week and you get back 
Monday or Tuesday and you've got to be 
down in St. Louis or something you don't 
have time to rebuild an engine.

HAVE YOU EVER BEEN SERIOUSLY

Maybe it's changing now 
because there are so many riders starting out 
so maybe some of them now might want to 
get up in a class where there isn't 100 entries. 
But the thing of it is that when you become 
an A rider you have to ride against A riders. 
Most of them don't want to do that they 
want to be right up at the top of the B riders; 
be winning all of the timc. Rather than move 
up to the A class and go back for a year or 
two until they become competitive. 

Also powderpuff riders should have their 
own clas. They shouldn't be riding against 
the men. 

I GUESS YOU'D FEEL PRETTY BAD IF A 
WOMAN BEAT YOU? 

Maybe I would. I could say I won't. I don't 
think that there's much chance of it. But 
there are some good girl riders around.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., Feb. 21, 
1971 — Rich Thorwaldson overcame all 
obstacles to win The Orange County 
M.C.'s hare scrambles this Sunday. And 
some of those obstacles were rather 
formidable. For instance there was a 
pile of rocks that came up a little too 
soon with predicable results, a throttle 
cable which obsorbed a bit too much 
dirt and broke, and choking dust to be 
fought while lapping the novices on the 
second loop.

lake, conditions were hazardous in the 
extrme.

Second 
trailbike in was Jim Sumners also on a 
Baja. Rodney Roderick was the first 
Junior trailbike while Mike Johnson was 


second. First 125 was Ken Buckspan, a 
Junior, riding a Bultaco. First Novice 
was Bill Carr on a 250 Husky. He was 
followed by Tom Clodt who won first 
open novice. Starting the novices behind 
the Experts seems to work okay. 

The new color system used for the 
District 37 number plates makes it very 
easy to know each rider's class and the 
Orange County M.C. helped even 
further by putting each rider’s name and 
class on his tank card to help in the 
scoring.

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Writin’ Around

Glancing through the past two issues 
of Cycle News, and thinking about 
motorcycles, as I occasionally do, I see 
that there is a real problem for 
dirt-oriented riders now. Two great 
popular movements, Ecology and dirt 
riding, have collided head-on like a pair 
of dumb elks, prepared to lock antlers 
to the death in a pointless struggle. 
Ecology is the magic word today. At the 
same time, off-road motor recreation is 
zooming by the numbers. Actually, 
there is no reason why these two 
interests should combat each other and 
waste their strength, when if they 
cooperate, the world can accommodate 
them both. 

Most motorcyclists are 
ecology-minded, but I doubt whether 
many ecologists are motorcycle-minded. 
We can enjoy the roar of a straight pipe 
and a roostertail of dirt in the proper 
place, while we deplore with 
conservationists the same things in the 
public domain. 

It is easy to see why motorcyclists 
are literally losing ground. We won't 
defend our recreation against attack, 
because we half-agree with . the 
ecologists. Motorcycles can shatter the 
countryside, we admit. The 
conservationist adds, “therefore they 
must." 

What we at Cycle News are trying to 
say is that motorcycles and minibikes 
can be operated in such a way as to 
blend harmoniously into the ecology of 
the country. The noisy, earth-churning 
racing motorcycle belongs on a 
racecourse, not on a wilderness trail. 
-But there are many varieties of quiet 
trailbike that can use the most fragile 
terrain without damaging it any worse 
than horses hoofprints or hikers with 
their cleated - boots. A 200 lb. 
motorcycle with a 180 Ib. rider aboard 
places only 190 Ibs. on each tire-print . 
With even a 10-square-inch tire print, 
the ground is only supporting 19 lbs. 
per square inch — about the same force 
as large animals exert on the earth's 
surface. A fat hiker with small feet does 
more damage. 

I'm not saying that motorcycles are 
equally as bad for the environment as 
Sierra Clubbers, but I'm trying to point 
out that the planet is designed to 
accommodate us all, if we don't abuse 
it. Wasting our time locking horns with 
motorcyclists and ecologists is not the 
way to prevent the rape of the land. We 
are not going to give up our motor 
recreation any more than the hikers are 
going to stop walking. It is time that the 
conservationists got together with us 
motorcyclists to work out our 
differences in private, so we can present 
a united front to the forces that would 
deprive us both of our rights. 
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I’ve received several letters this week 
taking us to task for what has variously 
been called ‘‘hypocrisy,’’ 
“contradiction,” “inconsistency” and 
“irresponsibility.” The accusers have 
referred to the way we publish news and 
features of the most widely differing 
views. We'll print an article, say, about 
the closure of counties to motorcycles 
because of noise side by side with a 
horsepower test of the leading 
expansion chambers. 

It shouldn’t be necessary to have to 
explain to native Americans the 
philosophy of the free press and access 
to information. But several of the 
writers are otherwise knowledgeable 
persons whom I know very well are 
educated, experienced and good 
citizens.

News attempts to be a great newspaper 
and great newspapers do not shelter 
their readers from conflicting points of 
view. We try instead to present all sides 
of a subject — all the facts — and let the 
reader draw his own conclusions. 
Sometimes we may reach a definite 
conclusion based on our own study of 
the matter, and we will report that 
conclusion to the readers in an editorial 
opinion labeled as such.

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH — A bill 


which would set a maximum noise 
emission allowable from a motor vehicle 


is now before the Utah House of 
Representatives. 
The bil applies to  street-legal 


machines that are registered to operate 
on the highways, according to its 
sponsor, Rep. Peter D. Grundfossen, 
D-Salt Lake City. “A sound level for 
off-road vehicles will probably be set 
under the Recreation Vehicle Act, 
which is before the Senate," he said. 

The bill is based on the California 
and New York statutes, and it would set 
the level at 88 decibels on the A Scale at 
50 feet. 

Prior to the introduction of the bill, 
Cycle News took sound readings of 
representative types of motorcycles, 
with the help of Dr. Charles Alley, 
professor of electrical engineering at the 
University of Utah, and his decibel 
meter. 

The readings were taken at 20 feet, 
with the machine stationary, on the A 
Scale. Dr. Alley said the 20-foot 
readings should be about 3 db higher 
than they would have been at 50 feet. 

Two “family car” type automobiles 
were tested, for comparison, yielding 
readings of 70 and 74 db — close to 
conversational tone. 


The point that a motorcycle does 
not have to be loud was clearly 
demonstrated with the test of the 


Honda 750. Capable of 120 mph, the 


120 mph CYCLE IS QUIET AS FAMILY CAR 


bike put out 72 db! Two other 
four-strokes, the 650 Yamaha, and a 
175 Honda Scrambler, both registered 
78 db. 

The two-cycle engines were a little 
louder, with a 175 Yamaha Enduro 
putting out 80 db, and a 350cc road 
bike emitting 83 db, the highest level 
from a factory-muffled bike of those 
tested. All were well below the 
proposed standard. 

But first prize, of course, went to the 
expansion chamber. A seven-ported 250 
bent the needle up to 105 db. A J&R 
Silencer on the end brought the reading 
down to 92 db. Both readings are very 
close to those obtained by Cycle News 
in its tests of the silencers, suggesting 
that the 20-foot stationary figures might 
be close to 50-foot ‘under load” 
readings. 

One clause of the bill (HB 264) 
which might cause dealers trouble is 
section 2: *No person shall sell or offer 
for sale a new motor vehicle which 
produces" the maximum of 88 db. 

The problem is that dealers currently 
register non-street-legal racers as motor 
vehicles for the first year, because it is 
the only way to obtain the title for the 
purchaser. The noise bill would make 
them guilty of a crime if they continue 
the practice. 

However, proponents of the 
Recreation Vehicle Bill suggest that the 
problem would be solved by the 
registration of off-road vehicles the act 
would require — if it passes.

HOOKING UP CENTER STAND SPRINGS, 
as every motorcycle riders knows, is one 
miserable job. These springs that become lost 
come under the principle of ‘Titanic’s Law’ 
(similar to the Newton's. Law of Gravity, but 
covering disasters) in respect to the point that 
something that is almost impossible to hook 
up, comes undone and gets lost with no effort. 

The mechanic in the shop usually resorts 
to a large Phillips screwdriver and hooks this 
through the spring and then on the spring 
hook and by levering it down, the spring will 
slide down the screwdriver shank and onto 
the hook (hopefully). Another dodge of the 
professional mechanic is to have an old 
screwdriver with the end ground down special 
to hook these on with, but this is beyond the 
scope of the normal rider who just wishes to 
hook up one spring. If a vise is handy, clamp 
one end of the spring in it, and by bending 
the spring back and forth, washers can be 
inserted between the coils of the spring (if 
washers are not available, pennies can be used 
as shown in the photo) to expand the spring.

extend the stand even further and the washers 
will drop out and your spring will be hooked. 
If a vise is not available, one end of the spring 
can be wedged into a crack in the bench or 
held by another person with a pair of pliers. 





WARM HANDS IN COLD WEATHER. The 
accompanying photo shows how a plastic 
bleach bottle can be used as a simple and 
effective wind guard for the handlebars and 
then discarded when it is warm enough to do 
without them (please discard in a trash can as 
the plastic is not bio-degradable). The top can 
be trimmed to where it just fits over the bar 
and by removing the cables and then the 
levers and grip rubbers, slide the bottle in 
position and. punch small holes for the cables 
and then put the lever back on with the grips 
and it makes for a sanitary job. These bottles 
can also be painted to match the decor of 
your machine if you wish. 


INSTALLING DT-1 GYT-KIT EXPANSION 
CHAMBER. Many owners of Yamaha 250 
DT-1 Enduros are finding that if they install 
one of the factory GYT-kit expansion 
chambers, they get a satisfactory increase in 
horsepower without the added expense of 
purchasing the entire GYT-kit. The nice thing 
about factory equipment is that it bolts right 
on with no trouble, or so the rider thinks 
until he goes to install the expansion 
chamber. The first thing that he notices is the 
facct that the kickstarter hits the chamber 
when it returns after kicking. Secondly, after 
he getssit running, he finds that he also.has.an 
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exhaust leak where the pipe joins the 
cylinder. His first thought is to cuss out 
Yamaha and then just grin and bear it, but it 
is not Yamaha's fault; the expansion chamber 
is made to go with the cylinder included in 
the GYT-kit, and this cylinder has provisions 
for the chamber which the stock cylinder 
does not. 

It is a simple matter to alter the stock 
cylinder to accept the chamber by cutting off 
the three top fins on a line down from the 
contour of the head as shown in this 
photograph by the dotted line. This will allow 
the chamber to sit in the right position and 
will not affect the cooling enough to bother. 
Also should you get tired of creating noise 
pollution and wish to join the ranks of those 
wanting to further off-the-road riding and 
re-install the muffler, it will in no way hinder 
this operation. 


SECURING CYLINDER HEADS WHILE 
WORKING ON THEM is a problem 
encountered by many home mechanics. 
Whether it is a four-stroke and you are doing 
a valve job, or a two-stroke and you are just 
doing a de-coke, a head skittering across the 
bench is a pain in the neck. A handy holder 
that can easily and cheaply be made up by the 
rider by taking an old spark plug of the type 
used in his machine and break out the 
porcelain (use safety goggles when doing this) 
so all that is left is the body of the plug. 
Break off the terminal so if you are polishing 
the combustion chamber. nothing will catch 
on it. Then weld or braze a piece of metal 
onto- the plug body long enough to be 
clamped into the vise with the head threaded 
onto it, (Half-inch square cold rolled stock is

best as it can be clamped in the vise better 
than round stock.) 

If you do not have a vise to hold it in, weld 
a piece of threaded bar stock into the plug 
body and then by drilling a hold in your 
bench the same diameter as the threaded 
stock, it can be secured to the bench with two 
nuts and two washers. Two things to keep in 
mind, first always use a spark plug gasket with 
this tool and before installing it in the head 
after building it, make sure the threads are 
clean of all foreign material such as flux or 
spatters of weld as these could destroy your 
threads in the head. 

The accompanying photo shows one of 
these being used to hold a Triumph Cub head 
while the valve is being lapped in, (Note the 
valve is being lapped in by using a section of 
gas line over the stem of the valve in lieu of a 
suction cup lapping tool.)

The deadline for our contest 
happened to coincide with the AMA’s 
first indoor race requiring silencers. 
Knowing racers would demand a quiet 
exhaust that still delivered the power, 
Bailey packed up a suitacase full of his 
bolt-on silencers and headed to Madison 
Square Garden for a little racing and 
research. 

He didn’t win, and he missed our 
contest, but he flew back to L.A. with a 
bunch of experimental data and 
information on quieting powerful 
exhaust systems. His simple silencer 
modified the sound all the way down to 
82 db at 50 feet on the A-scale, Keith 
Mashburn set fast time with a 
Bailey-Silenced Yamaha registered on 
the AMA’s db-meter. 

Convinced that he was on the right 
track, Bob returned to his Gardena 
workshop and designed a one-piece 
silencer/racing pipe combination that 
follows very closely the Jennings

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theory, which yielded the highest 
horsepower gain in our contest. 
Coincidentally, Bailey’s- own’ extensive 
research encompassed many of the same 
sources Jennings used. 

Based on preliminary tests, the 
combination pipe tones down the bark 
enough that Bailey has trademarked it 
“The Peace Pipe.” Dynamometer and 
decible tests are still in progress, but it 
appears to Bailey that the Peace Pipe is 
a big improvement over the 
old-fashioned noisy expansion chamber. 
"It's a lot lighter than a pipe with a 
bolt-on silencer,” says Bob, "and it's 
hard to break." Bailey stresses that the 
sound absorption is lost unless the 
fiberglass core is replaced periodically. 
Replacement is simple and cheap. 

The latest prototype incorporates a 
spark arrester as well as silencer in the 
tuned length. 

Bailey’s factory still produces the 
noisy type pipes to fill dealer orders, 
which sadly outnumber silencer orders 
two to one. “I’m using the money from 
the loud pipes to finance production of 
the quiet ones,” Bob admits. 
Fortunately and unfortunately, sales are 
up. 
As more of the industry and buying 
public wakes up to the fact that loud 
exhausts are stupid, Bob looks forward 
to getting out of the eardrum-busting 
racket entirely. “I want to be the 
Number One quiet racing pipe 
manufacturer,” says Bailey intensely.

It would be too 
bad if a classic was lost due to scufflings 
around, personalities and the lack of 
communications between everyone 
involved. We just can't lost a race like 
Elsinore! 

Well, I can already see my editor 
frowning over space limitation, but two 
more things..if you are a serious racer, 
check out Redline Frames in 
Northridge, Calif. They are a new 
company, but you'll see some familiar 
faces when you walk through the door 
and right now they're doing work for 
big companies as well as big name riders 
so you know they have to be good...lots 
of luck, gang. 

And speaking of serious racing, how 
about the FIM not granting a sanction 
for Daytona? There was a bit of an 
upheaval before as to whether Mike 
Hailwood would ride. Rumors that he 
wasn’t wanted here were quickly 
denied, but with no sanction he still 
could be in trouble...hmmm...my mind 
starts wondering. Still, PI put my 
money on Gary Nixon...woops, sorry 
AMA, I fogot it's in the rule book that 
you mustn't bet on a race.
